There is no dingle Ssydlitz Army concentration in Russia,, Troops are stationed 
in a number $f cang>s JTotBl not givenj In approximately divisional sftrsngth* 
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There are three such camps on the former GAP field at Minsk-Slid* 
composed chiefly of infantry EM and NGOs 0 These units provided the 
COO rien who vrent to VAinsdorf via Fttrstenwalde in April 1948 and who 
are now border police in the Southern Harz region* 


Viihile the Minsk-Slid troops have a regular duty roster* chief emphasis 
is laid on political training* There are classes in military theory; 
two hours daily are given to sand table tactics* and one hour daily 
is reserved for military drill* Strict discipline is maintained and 
saluting is obligatory* Staff officers compose the teaching group and 
on occasion lectures are given by high-ranking German officers* intro* 
duced under pseudonyms* Seydlitz is alleged to have spoken several 
times under the name of General KUhn* 


The troops at Minsk-Slid had a red flag with a red, white* and black in- 
sertion in the upper left fomer; this banner was abandoned in JiJarch 
1948 and supplanted by a red flag with white -edged black cross bars 
similar to the Dannebrog displayed on German aircraft and armor during 
the war* This emblem also appears on the fenders of Seydlitz staff 
cars 4

Seydlitz personnel did not volunteer but were selected on a physical 
fitness basis by German and Soviet physicians in PW camps Q The aver- 
age age is &5-30o Before proceeding to a camp corresponding tc their 
branch of service, the men were given a cursory examination by a 
Soviet commission believed to be of MVD origjju 
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
